“You must march lke an lmpotucus over-
whelming force. Nothing ought to stop you
You must pass the first, second and third
lines of the enemy. You must traverse the
whole fleld of battle; vou must rush upon
the massed hostile reserves and thers shout
‘Avantl Italla!" There, even In the Inst
strugile, decislve viotory will smile on you
for joyfully having accomplished your duty
to your king and to your country.”
